DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 through 6 originally filed 29 August 2006. Claims 3 through 6 amended 
by amendment filed 29 August 2006. Claims 1 through 6 amended by amendment 
received 28 October 2008. Claims 1 through 6 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 through 6 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claim 1 includes at least limitations drawn to "A two-dimensional photonic crystal 
having a plate-shaped body material in which a large number of modified refractive 
index areas whose refractive index differs from that of the body material are periodically 
arranged", "Wherein a plane shape of each modified refractive index area on a side 
opposite from the active layer is smaller than that on another side facing the active 
layer" and "Wherein a center of gravity of each modified refractive index area on the 
side facing the active layer is displaced from that on the side opposite from the active 
layer". Pertinent to the patentability of this case is Deng et al. (Deng, US Pub. 
2003/0235229) wherein a vertical cavity surface emitting laser is disclosed utilizing 
photonic crystals as the primary reflective elements. Also pertinent to this case is Noda 
et al. (Noda, JP Patent 2003-273455) wherein photonic crystal elements are disclosed 
to include a taper in a particular direction so as to enhance desired transmission. 
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Neither of these cases disclose the displacement of the center of gravity of one surface 
of a photonic crystal from the position of the center of gravity of the opposed surface of 
the same photonic crystal within the photonic crystal element. 

5. To facilitate this teaching, examiner turned to Baba et al. (Baba, US Pub. 
2005/0089075) wherein a similar structure undergoes a similar displacement of centers 
of gravity, however there appear to be some key differences that would render it 
impossible to combine the teachings of Baba with the teachings of Deng and Noda in 
this case. Primarily, Baba does not use the areas of refractive index change for 
reflective purposes where the present invention and all other references utilize the 
areas of refractive index change as the only means of reflection. Baba utilizes the 
areas as scattering loss structures so as to enhance transmission of a desired mode 
and this trait is highlighted by the circular deposition of the altered refractive index 
areas. While Baba appears to disclose another area where altered refractive index 
areas may be used in place of gratings, there appears to be little analogy between the 
configurations of the altered refractive index areas and, as such, the teachings related 
to the physical traits of the altered refractive index layers would not appear to translate 
well. 

6. As such, it appears that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be lead to 
introduce teachings of Baba directed towards the relative displacement of the center of 
gravity of the opposed surfaces into the teachings of Deng and Noda. As Baba is the 
only example of this trait, it is determined that claim 1 is allowable by virtue of inclusion 
of this trait in a device such as is described by the limitations of claim 1 . 
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7. Claims 2 through 6 depend upon claim 1 and contain all limitations present in 
claim 1 . As claim 1 is allowable, so claims 2 through 6 are deemed allowable as well.
